. WasHIneton, December 7. 
To remove in some measure what is 
regarded by many as a very grave 
injustice, in the representation at the 
Republican National conventions, 


‘which gives States and Districts all 


over the country the same voice, re- 
gardiess of Rebublican votes, when in 
some districta in the South, even the 
form of nominating Republican can- 
didates to Congress is z0t pursued, 
Senator Frye, a member of the Re- 
publican National Committee, will 
propose at the next meeting, Decem- 
ber 16th, a new basis of representa- 
tion, as follows: Each State to be en- 
titled to four delegates, as now, each 
district to one instead of two, as now; 
to one additional delegate for each ten 
thousand east within its limits in 1880 
for the Republican candidates, for 
Presidential Electors,and to one ad- 
ditional delegate for a majority of a 
fraction of ten thousand votes. 
Votes for Presidential electors is taken 
as the best indication of the real 
strength of the party, and being less 
liable to be affected by local causes. 
The effect of this proposition will not 
materially change the relative strength 
of the several States, and will only in- 
crease. the total membership of the 
conyention fifty. California, Colora- 
do and Nevada will be unchanged. 
Oregon will gain one delegate, ‘Lhe 
Northern States will be increased.

What Witnesses Say About the 
Management. 
The session of the Board for the 


Insane lasted until 5 o’clock last 
evening and the evidence is con- 
tinued from yesterday. Mr. Mars- 
* was exeused to examine Mr. 

lion and others. Mr. Jaquish | 


aqu 
testified as to the work in the six 


rooms. Mr. Folsom furnished a 
piece of pipe and covered it with 
asbestos which Dr. Bishop thought 
was too costly. Mr. Deal here said 
that the Board had ordered it done. 
Mr. Folsom said it was mostly done 
by State labor and he charged $10 
for two days attention to it. Dr. 
Bergstein thought Dr. Bishop ought 
to have found out what the job 
would cost before doing it. 

M. Nathan testified that last July 
Dr. Bergstein told him that he had 
left the asylum. He had some one 
to attend to his room and Dr. 
Bishop refused to let him have that 
woman. Mr. Nathan went to the 
asylum and Dr. Bisnop said Dr. 
Bergstein could not have Mrs. West 
because she tattled. She told about 
an attendant that abused patients. 
In the aflerndon Dr. Bishop came 
down town and said if Dr. Berg- 
stein would go back all should be 
right, and he returned. 

John Sunderland said Bishop 
said he would not permit Mrs. 
West to come out because she 
was a mischief maker. Nathan, 
Bishop, Bergstein and I talked it 
overin my store. I understood that 
it was all settled amicably and Dr. 


Bergstein came back.“ In answer 
to questions Mr. Sunderland said: 
I sold some pegs and a child’s last. 
I did not charge anything for the 
last. They are only parts of lasts

If 
the attendant is away, I am in the 
ward or where [ can see them. My 
instructions are if they fight, to 
throw a towel over ones face and 
call for assistance. There are large 
stones in the yard, but if there isa 
fight, men can leap the fence. I 
have never seen a patient abused. 
I heard some one say Mrs. Cranse 
8 but did nat see it.“ 
Mr. said that if the idea of Dr. 
Bergstein was to show lack of at- 
tendante, that was the Board’s 
fault, for they limited the number. 
Mrs. Walker said ‘‘no one was ever 
beaten black and blue. Mrs. Glas- 
sett has to be held to be undressed, | 
as she resists, and she may get blue 
— but she is never abused. All 
the female attendants were at Dr. 
Bishop’s on the evening of July 
4th. The next time Mrs. Quinn 
was in the ward, and Mrs. Cranse 
and I went. Mrs. Quinn went once 
to Mrs. Bishop’s house to work an 
hour, and I did her work. Ifany 
one goes to church, I do their work. 
Mrs, Whalen did what I asked her 
to, and we were not unfriendly. 


Dr. Bishop comes into the ward 


once a day at irregular times. 
He visits the dining room two or 
three times a week. Dr. Bisho 


lic | 
would do it. Noone was ever put — 


in a cold water bath. It is not true 
that duri

I complained about the milk I was 
told the cream was taken off for Dr. 
Bergstein’s table. We were at Dr. 
Bi ’s house on ‘tne 4th of July 
evening about an hour and were 
back before 9 o’clock. The night 
watchman was in charge. I went 
to Stockton for instruction in caring 
for insane persons and bave been 
here since a year ago last July. 
The matron under Dr. Shurtleff bas 
been there 15 or 18 years and she 
uses a towel over the mouth as the 
best way tohandle patients. Since 
Dr. Bergstein left we have been like 
one family. There are 35 female 
patients, and two attendants are 
enough.“ Adjourned till 10 o’clock 
this morning. 

This morning Mrs. Walker’s ex- 
amination was continued. She 
never abused a patient, and never 
saw one abused. Nothing new was 
elicited. 

Ellen Freise never saw anything 
done except what was necessary for 
the welfare of the patients. When 
fighting occurred, they were separ- 
ated, but no more force was used 
than necessary.
